Initial Facts in our History. 

OurcbiMreo are taught French, moral 
science and conic sections, and read his- 
tories of Greece and Rome. How 'few of 
them, and how few men and women, know 
anything of the history of their own country, 
except an outline or a few detached facts. 
How few undergraduates know that Colum- 
bus undertook his Brsl voyage in the expec- 
tation of 6nding Ihe Grand Khan of Tar- 
tary; that he set sail on Friday, 1492— 
that unlucky aud direful day and on Fri- 
day, ten weeks after, discovered land ; that 
he supposed Cuba to be the continent; that 
he first reached the continent on the north 
coast of South America six years afterward ; 
that upon his fourth and last voyage he 
founded the first colony on the main land on 
the Isthmus of Panama; that twenty-one 
years after the first discovery the Old World 
was antonishtd to find they had discovered 
a new world, when they reached the Pacific 
across the Isthmus; but that Cabot, an 
Englishman, reached the shores of New 
England a full year before Columbus touch- 
ed the continent; that San Augustine, 
Florida, is the oldest town in America, bemg 
just three hundred years old; that Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, is the second town in point 
of age; that twenty years later— 1602— 
California was discovered and explored; that 
in 1603 a Frenchman, Sieur de Monts, 
made the first permanent settlement north 
of San Augustine, at Annapolis, and twice 
attempted a settlement on Cape Cod, but 
was driven off by the natives ; that Cham- 
plain founded Quebec in 1608; that our 
coast, from Pennsylvania to New Bruns 
wick, was named Acadic, afterward New 
France; that Canada formerly comprehend- 
ed our Vermont and New York; that \ir 
ginia was so named by Walter Raleigh in 
honor of Queen Elizabeth, 15S4. when he 
made his exploration of the North Carolina 
coast; that the first English child born in 
America was Virginia Dare, Daughter o* 
Ananias ; that the projected colony failed ; 
that Jamestown was the first English town 
in America, begun in 1607, and named tor 
King .lames I. ; that the want of wives in 
Virginia was so great that in 1621 a large 
number of young women “of good charac- 
ter" were transported to the colony on spec- 
ulation, and sold to the lonely settlers for 
120 to 150 pounds of tobacco each; that 
New England was so named by John Smith 
in 1614; that at length a settlement was 
made, without a grant from the Kings 
Council, at "New Plymouth,” and sent its 
roots deep and wide into the scanty soil by a 
band of 102 passengers, December 11th, 
1620, who came in a small craft whose name 
has been spoken from the Occident to the 
orient— viz., the “Mayflower.” 



Something Curious. 

The term “horse power,” as applied to the 
motion of machinery, is, wc may presume, 
becoming hackneyed in Europe, for a Scotch 
gentleman has been at pains to utilize what 
may be called mouse power. He has trained 
a couple of mice, and invented machinery 
for enabling them to spin yarn. The work 
is done on the treadmill principle The ma- 
chinery is so constructed that the common 
bouse mouse is enabled to twist and reel 
Irom 100 to 120 threads per day. To com- 
plete this the little pedestrian has to run 
ten and a half miles per day. This journey 
it performs every day with ease. An ordin- 
ary mouse weighs only half an ounce. For 
food a half-penny's worth of oatmeal, at Is. 
3d. the peck, serves one of these treadmill 
culprits for five weeks. In that time it 
makes 110 threads per day, being an average 
of 3,850 threads of 55 inches, which is near- 
ly nine lengths of the reel. A penny is paid 
to women for every cut in the ordinary way. 
At this rate a mouse earns 9d. every five 
weeks, which is one farthing per day, or is. 
fid. annum. Take fid. off for board and Is. 
for machinery, there will arise 6s. clear profit 
from every mouse yearly. The mouse era* 
plover is about to make application for the 
lease of an empty house, the dimensions of 
which are 100ft. by 50ft. in height, wliich 
will hold 10,000 mouse mills, sufficient room 
being left for keepers. Allowing £200 for 
rent and taskmasters, £10,000 to erect ma- 
chinery, and £500 for the interest, there will 
be left, he says, a balance of £2,300 per an- 
num. 



Through Error to Rectitude. 

To those who take discouraging views of 
the conduct and prospects of the suddenly 
emancipated blacks in the cotton States, we 
commend the following remarks from an ad- 
dress to working-men by the late Rev. P. W. 
Robertson, of Brighton, E.igland : 

“ I’lie first use a man make.s of every pow- 
er and talent given to him is a bad use. 
Tiie first lime a man ever uses a flail it is 
to the injury of his own head and those who 
stand around him. The first time a child 
has a sharp-edged tool in his hand he cuts 
his finger But this is no reason wliy he 
should not be ever taught to use a knife 
The first use a man makes of his affections, 
is to sensualise his spirit Yet he cannot be 
ennobled e.xoept t hrough those very affec- 
tions. The fi rst ii:ne , a kingdom is put in 
possession of liberty, the re.siill is anarchy. 
The first tin\e a man is pul in possession of 
intellectual knowledge, he is conscious of 
the approaches of sceptical feeling. But 
that is no proof that liberty is b.ad, or that 
instruction should not be given. There is a 
moment in the ripening of the fruit when it 
is more austere and acid than in any other. 



It is not the momeut of greenness , but the 
moment when it is becoming red — the trans- 
ition state — -when it is passing from sourness 
into sweetness. It is a law of our humanity 
that man must know both good and evil; 
he must know good through evil. There 
never was a principle but what triumphed 
through much evil ; no mao ever progressed 
to greatness and goodness but through great 
mistakes." 



eS^Itis proposed by the Boston Traveller 
as the best method of bringing Great Britain 
to terms, that we resort to non-inlercoutse 
fora time. Says that journal: “Non-in- 

tercourse could not harm us; whereas war 
would do ns mischief, even if we should run 
the race in a canter — that being a game, as 
well has been said, from which all parties 
rise losers. Let us try the pressure of non- 
intercourse, and see if that is not equal to 
the pressing of justice out of Great Britain, 
though most' ‘ persons, we suspect, would 
think the process almost as profitable, so far 
as justice is concerned, as that of squeezing 
turnips lor blood. But if we should get our 
claim admitted, it would be all that we could 
fairly demand, and we should be satisfied 
with such a result of the application of the 
peine forte el Jure of non-intercourse.’’ 

The North Carolina Delegation— Im- 
portant Interview with the PresidentJ 

W^ASiUNOTON, Nov. 10. — To-day the mem- 
bers of the late North Carolina Convention, 
and other gentlemen of that .State, visited 
the President, when Hon. Mr. Reade, on be- 
half of the Convention over which he had 
the honor to preside, presented for bis favor- 
able consideration certain of its proceedings, 
saying, among other things, that the first 
act ot the Convention was to declare the 
uninterrupted connection of North Car- 
olina with the Federal Union, and to de- 
clare null and void the ordinance of May, 
1861, by which she was attempted to be 
seceded. This was done by a vote very 
nearly approaching unanimity, and the first 
issue of the late war was yielded. The next 
thing done was to prohibit slavery, and this 
was done by a unanimous vole, and a com- 
mittee of able lawyers were prevailed upon 
to prepare wholesome laws for the consider- 
ation of the Legislature, and thus the second 
issue in the late war was yielded. 

The Convention, having yielded all that 
was involved in the war, and being in the 
opinion that the Stale was and always had 
been in the Union, and that our relations 
had been disturbed, but not destroyed, re- 
spectfully ask vour Excellency to declare on 
the part of the authorities of the United 
Slates, as the State has done on our part, 
that our Government relations have been 
reconciled. The Convention instructed the 
Legislature to provide for the payment of 
the debts of the State, and declared all 
debts contracted in aid of the rebellion to 
be illegal and prohibited the payment of the 
same. Mr. R. said, we have heard that not- 
withstanding the State might yield and, as 
he understands, has yielded all that was in- 
volved in the war, and notwithstanding our 
people were submissive, well disposed and 
anxious lor formal relations, her delegates 
to Congress could not be admitted unless 
they had qualifications not prescribed by the 
Constitution; that they would be required to 
take an oath which but few in the State can 
take, affirming not merely that they are 
right, but that they have never been wrong; 
the exclusion of her delegation upon any 
such test as suggested would be felt by our 
people universally as such a deep wrong that 
it would pul their strong devotion to the 
Government and the lively hope of perfect 
reconciliation to the severest trial; they can 
understand the bitterness of strife and the 
aversien to treason, but they will be con- 
founded at the repulsion of oflered friendship 
and avowed loyalty. 

The Convention, therefore, reapectfully 
asks Congress to repeal the test oath. 

I have thought it respectful, both to you 
and Congress, that this request should pass 
through your hands, with the hope that 
your Excellency's magnanimity would add 
to it some [reflection, which would avail in 
that body. 

After further remarks by Mr. R., in which 
he spoke of the confidence reposed in him 
by North Carolina, the President responded 
as follows: 

Hon. Mr. Read — I receive from you, with 
pleasure, a copy of the proceedings of the 
Convention of North Carolina. I recipro- 
cate, cordially, the conciliatory spirit in 
which you have addressed me. The Con- 
vention of North Carolina has done much 
and well towards restoring that State to her 
proper national relations; but something yet 
remains to be done to render that restoration 
immediately practicable. An acceptation 
of the Congressional Amendment abolishing 
slavery throughout the United Slates, by the 
Legislature ol the State of North Carolina, 
is in my judgment, practically important to 
the successful restoration which is so much 
desired by all. Without answering specifi- 
cally the questions you have proposed to me, 
it will be sufficient to say that my action 
must depend upon events, and that Mr. 
Holden will be again instructed to eonliiiue 
the exercise of his functions as Provisional 
Governor until he shall have been expressly 
relieved by orders to that effect. 



, Sound Doctrine from the far South. 

The San Antonio Express, a new Texas 
paper, openly declares these principles: 

In its political department we shall main- 
tain, 

1st. That the Government created and es- 
tablished by the Constitution of the United 
Stales, is not a league of independent sov- 
ereignties, with the right of each to with- 
draw, at his own pleasure, from the jiirisdic- 
lion of the league and elect itself into sepa- 
rate nationality — and that it was wiselv not 
so created . 

2d. That the liberties of the people de- 
pend as much lor safely upon maintaining 
the full vigor of the I'ederal Government, as 
upon preserving unimpaired all the rights 
either affirmed to the slates or reserveu to 
them in the Constitution — that these two 
constitute one complete system of govern- 
ment, not in conflict, but in harmony with 
each other, when properly understood. 

3d. We shall maintain that the Union is 
indissoluble except by violence, or by an 
amendment of the Constitution in the man- 
ner prescribed in that instrument. 

It adds: We can almost read our whole 
duly in three lines: 

First — Educate the people. 

Second — Give dignity to labor. 

Third — Plant upon immovable founda- 
tions the liberty of speech and ol the presa 



Texas Daring the War. 

A gentleman of high standing and fine 
attainments, who has resided lor many 
years in Texas, has lately written a letter 
to the Cincinnati Gazette, giving his per- 
sonal observations on the state of affairs in 
that State immediately preceding and 
during the war. W'e clip the following ex- 
tract from it, which will be found of great 
interest,

we know to be far more numerous than we 
can well prove them to be. Sixty men, all 
told, and by no means the best men either, 
in Austin, got up the first call for a State 
Convention in Texas, the whole region 
around holding at the moment utterly aloof 
from and despising the movement. This 
congregation of sixty, not more than six 
desperate men being the internal force 
ruling them, was published as being a 
tremendous, unanimous, enthusiastic rally 
of all that region. Not a village, nor a 
neighborhood in the Stale but had one or 
two men, prompt at the word from Austin, 
to play the same part, each Triton in his 
own school of minnows. I think it cannot be 
denied but that, as an almost universal rule, 
the masses held themselves wholly aloof from 
these primary meetings, satisfied to see if 
Mr. Lincoln really did intend to play the 
Julius Ciesar with the South. The almost 
superhuman energies of a few violent men 
were required jo arouse the people from 
their solid content with iheGovernment. It 
was not a large vote which was cast in ref- 
erence to secession, and more than fourteen 
thousand of that was against it, notwith- 
standing that while Union men could, by 
various artifices, escape going to the polls at 
all, in few neighborhoods could a vote bo 
cast against secession without serious danger 
from the Robespierres, of which every 
hamlet in the State produced at least one 
specimen armed to the teeth and breathing 
vengeance against Yankees and Yankee 
sympathizers. 

After secession became an accomplished 
fact and an epidemic, we Union men disap- 
peared from public view, some being drawn 
into the vortex ol feeling; some escaping 
Irom the .State; very many masking them- 
selves as good secessionists; many, it never 
will be known how many, being shot and 
hung. 

In the town in which I resided there re- 
mained, during all the war, a number of 
thorough going Union men, some of the 
most respei'table citizens of the place, men 
of the highest moral and social standing. 
Being known as Union men, these were 
islanded, so to speak, to themselves, amid 
the stormy waters; cut off, to a greater or 
less degree from social intercourse with 
many who had once been intimate associ- 
ates. At first there could be discussion be- 
tween friends differing on the great question 
of the war. It was characteristic of Union 
men to be calm, patient, quiet iu language, 
speaking soberly and from deepest convic- 
tion; and ol secessionists to be restless, im- 
patient, violent, electric, abusive So that 
discussion soon ceased between these. For 
the last two or three years ol the war, there 
was none at all, iu very many cases the 
secessionists refusing, even, to speak to 
Union friencs. But there was a new organi- 
zation of society on the basis ol devotion to 
the Union. Persons who did not know each 
other before, or who had been personal ene- 
mies , came together on this basis into friend- 
ship the most cordial. The Union men of 
my town were, without the least disciuction 
of social position, a band of brothers. No 
two of them could pass on the street with- 
out stopping to shake hands and compare 
notes about the last news. Union men who 
had means shared of all they had joyfully 
with Union friends who had none. In a 
word, men never get into relations more 
thoroughly cordial than were those which 
existed among these during those dark days. 
I saw these men wedged together as close as 
they could get about the pole when the old 
flag went up again, grasping each other by 
the hand, tears rolling down their cheeks, 
unable to articulate their emotions. Many 
a life-long friendship has been broken by 
the war, but this was more than made up by 
other friendships created thereby. 

Among themselves Union men spoke with 
the utmost freedom. Scarce an hour ol the 
day during all the war but every Union man 
made remarks in this ^vay which would 
have insured him imprisonment, very prob- 
ably death, had they come to the ears of the 
Pygmalion ol the lime, Provost Marshal, or 
commander of post; yet I never heard of a 
single instance, during all t'nose years, of 
confidence being betrayed. The Union men 
were a circle within themselves, absolutely 
secure, upon common ground and mutual 
esteem and affection. Perhaps it was owing 
to the stern husbandry of danger, but pru- 
dence was a plant which allowed its perfect 
growth in those days. 

I cannot help from remarking upon the 
amazing ignorance, in many iustances, of 
secessionists in reference to the exact posi- 
tion of Union men among them. They 
never seemed fully to comprehend how 
thoroughly Union men abhorred the Confed- 
erate cause, nor how ardently they desired 
the success of the national arms. This ig 
norance was a merciful feature of secession 
infatuation. 

“I have lost my negroes, let them go iu 
welcome, since I have got my country 
again I” a large slaveholder and Union man 
Irom the outset remarked to me with en- 
thusiasm. 



Union Meetino Attacked — A Union 
meeting in Newark. N. J., on Tuesday even- 
ing of week before last, was attacked by a 
mob, who made frequent attempts to break 
the ranks of the Unionists, but they were as 
frequeully repulsed. .Some of the leaders 
finally advanced with sticks and struck the 
Union men in the face. This brought on a 
general melee in which were many struck to 
the ground, but which fortunately was of 
short continuance. A large rescue party from 
Newark soon after made their appearance, 
and the disturbers of the peace were over- 
awed and slunk away. Still, however, men 
could be seen prowling about the locality, 
muttering defiance, and with stones in 
their hands ready to be hurled at the heads 
of the hated “Republicans.” Even women 
and children mingled with the attacking 
crowd. This attack upon a peaceable pro- 
ces.sion and Union meeting was as unpro- 
voked as it was brutal; but it must be re- 
garded as the legitimate result of the same 
political teachings which induced the riots 
ot 1863 in New York and elsewhere. The 
meeting in every other respect was a success.

Thanksgiving Proclamation. 

COMMONWEALTH OF KENTUCKY.

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God 
during the year which is now coming to an 
end to relieve our beloved country Irom the 
fearful scourge of civil war, and to permit 
us to secure the blessings ol peace, unity, 
and harmony, with a great enlargement of 
civil liberty ; and, whereas, our Heavenly 
F'aiher has also, during the year, graciously 
averted Irom us the calamities of foreign 
war, pestilence, and famine, while our grain- 
eries are full of the fruits of an abundant 
season; and, whereas, righteousness exalts 
a nation, while sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple. 

Now, therefore, I, Andrew Johnson, Pres- 
ident of the United .Slates, do hereby recom- 
mend to the people thereof that they do set 
apart and observe the first Thursday in De- 
cember as a day of national thanksgiving 
to the Creator of the universe lor these de- 
liverances and blessings; and 1 do lurlher 
recommend that on that occasion the whole 
people make confessions of our national sins 
against His infinite goodness, and, with one 
heart and one mind, implore the Divine gui- 
dance in the ways of national virtue and ho- 
liness.

However much we may admire the ver- 
bal smartness and the close reasoning of our 
Foreign .Secretary, it would be useless to de- 
ny that, in a literary sense, at least, he hue 
found in the resident American Minister, "a 
foeman vorthy of his steel." To talk about 
“the honor and dignity of the British gov- 
ernment and the British people,” as Lord 
Russel does when he meets the claims of 
the Americans by a simple negative, is an 
appeal to what is called “buncombe,” which 
will be taken for what it is worth. Nations 
like individuals are liable to error, and no 
nation and no man ever stood higher than 
when honestly acknowledging a mistake 
But there is one thing in this controversy 
which must be seriously guarded against. 
Lord Russell, to avoid this particular claim, 
has put the British view of the question 
clearly and ably. The question is, how far 
he has put itdiscreelly'f 'There is such a thing 
as a penny wise and pound foolish economy 
even in statesmanship, and it is just possible 
that, to avoid the payment of a few hundred 
thousands or a million of money, we may base 
our opposition on a principle so untenable as to 
cause us when the cases are reversed — when the 
Americans are neutrals and we are belligerents 
— to suffer terribly in person and pockiU It 
must be borne in mind that there is such a 
thing as an argument culling both ways, 
and bungling lawyers are sometimes said *o 
be in the habit ol proving too much. We 
must avoid this error. The claims of the 
Americans relative to the doings of the Ala- 
bama and her sister Confederate craft are a 
mere bagatelle compared with the punish- 
ment which is in store for the maritime' 
commerce of Great Britain unless this dis- . 
pute is brought to an end in harmony with ! 
international justice. We do not apprehend ! 
war, for war in the.se Jays could not arise, 
onto! this business; but something nearly; 
as bad may arise in the tuiuie, when the ex-{ 
ample we have set. and the practice we 
have defended, may be turned against us in 
a way that is hideous even to surmise.

Review of News. 

The inf'amous Win, the murderer of our pris- 
oners ftt ADdersonville, was banged on Friday 
last in acoordanoe with the sentence of the Com- 
mission which tried him. 

The Nevada election took place on Friday, 
local officers, members of the Legislature and 
Congress being chosen. D. R. Ashley, Republi 
can, is elected to Congress by 1,000 majority. 

War has been declared between Spain and 
Chili. Spanish cruisers are blockading tho Chilian 
ooast. Fault is found with tho blockade as not 
being complete and it is thought probable that 
tome of the other South AmericdO Republics will 
take np arms in dofence of Chili. 

Count Montholon, the French Minister, denies 
that there is or has been any unfriendliness be 
tween our Qovornmeot and that which he repre 
tents. 

It is reported by the latest European despatch- 
es that the Emperor Napoleon will, at the next 
Sitting of the French chambers, announce the im- 
mediate and entire evacuation of Mexico by the 
French troops. 

Returns from the election In North Carolina 
indicate tho election of Worth, the candidate of 
the secessionists, for Governor, over Holden, 
Union. 

The opposition in tho Georgia Convention to 
the repudiation of the rebel war debt arose, in a 
great measure, from the maohinations of specu- 
lators, who had been largely engaged in buying 
upstate bonds. 

At the late election In St. Louis Frank Blair 
offered to vote; but as he refused to take the elec- 
tor's oath prescribed by the State Constitution, 
the judges re. used to rooeivo bis ballot. There 
upon Blair immediately brought suitagainst them 
for $10,000 damages. 

Since May 1303 $0,250,900 of prise money has 
been distributed by the 4th Auditor of the 
Treasury. 

The statement is made officially that Loo's and 
Johnston's armies, at tho tf.me of their surrender, 
numbered, the former 23,000 men, and the latter 
37.000. 

Freeman, Chief Engineer of the pirate Ala- 
bama, has been pardoned by tho President, on 
the recommendation of Captain Winslow. 

Planters in Louisiana have adopted the plea of 
measuring every evening the cotton picked by 
each freodman, and paying for the work imme- 
diately. 

Indian Agents aro now required to take oath 
that they will not become in any manner interest 
«d with tradors at their respective posts. 

Tbe Commissioners appointed to examine the 
recently completed portion of the California Pa- 
ol0o Railroad, extending from Newcastle to Col 
fax, a distance of 33 miles, have approved tba 
same, and the company is now entitled to $1,100, 
000 in Government bonds. Tbe bulk of the work 
to Dutch Flat, nearly 80 miles from Sacramento 
will be completed during next month. 

A joint commission is now in session to make 
settlement of Claims between tbe United States 
and Columbia. Over 200 cases involving mil 
lions of dollars, are beforo the commission. 

Bulger is elected Governor of Alabama by 
email majority. His majority in Mobile is 1,340 
Ueneral Kilpatrick has obtained a year's leave 
of absence to visit Europe. 

Tbe Florida Convention has anaulled the ordi 
nance of secession . 

Twenty-two of the thinly populated counties 
in Indiana expended, during tbe war, over $,5, 
000,000 for local bounties and the relief of sol 
diors* families. 



The Eesnlt of the Late Elections 

The result of the lale elections, as an- 
nounced ill our last paper, has been fully 
conBrmed by later news. There is no dis- 
count from the completeness of the Union 
victories and tlie humiliation of the Demo- 
cracy. Tiiese latter were foiled and defeat- 
ed, though they used their best endeavors, 
even to the forsaking of their old principles 
and the nomination of men from the oppos- 
ing party to 6glit their battles. Nothing 
could avail them. 

The result ol these elections is pre-emi- 
nently a Union victory, as it settles the 
adoption of the Constitutional Amendment 
abolishing slavery forever. The stability ol 
the Union requires this measure For its 
future prosperity and peace, lor the perman- 
ency and growth of its power, lor the sake 
of tlie example freedom here is setting to 
the nations, the Union has asked the Slates 
for their ratification of the amendment. And 
now it is insured. The vote of New Jersey 
is gained Th.at settles the question. Iowa, 
California and Oregon, on the convening of 
their Legislatures, will ratify the amend- 
ment, and it needed hut the vole of New 
■lersey to make it the law of the land. 

This, we believe, is gratifying to the loyal 
people ol the Stales, no matter to what 
parly they may belong. Even among Ken 
lucky Conservatives many, we feel assured, 
are glad in their hearts that the struggle is 
over and the amendment is adopted Would, 
ihougli, that the next Legislature would 
give its voice for the ratification.

The organs of the Conservative party 
at Louisville and Lexington teem with abuse 
of and sneers against the Federal troops — in 
almost every line petty and malignant spite 
is vented agaiust them. For instance, the 
Louisville organ in a late issue, speaking ol 
the outrages of One-armed Berry and his 
baud and the punishment which would cer- 
tainly overtake them, advised them, if they 
must steal, to join some Federal force as 
then they could steal as much as they pleas- 
ed, legally and with impunity. 

Tbe Lexington organ in its issue of No- 
vember 8th, has an editorial under tbe cap- 
tion “Thieves I Thieves I! Tliieveslll The 
article opens with the remark that “soiue- 
thiug must be done to put down the crime 
of theft, now so alarmingly prevalent.” By 
a strange piece of logic, or rather by a con- 
temptible piece of petty malignity this or- 
gan lays this alarmiug prevalence of the 
crime of theft to the charge of the military. 
“The military,” it says, “have so long exer- 
cised a supreme control of matters as to im- 
press the thieves with their own contempt 
of civil authority." The military, in their 
carrying out the provisions of Martial Law, 
and tbe common thief are both on the same 
footing ill their contempt of law — the mili- 
tary have caused and are responsible for the 
rascalities of tbe thief. So this precious or- 
gan would have its readers believe. 

But what is the '‘something that must be 
done to put down the crime of theft? ’ “The 
removal of troops from the State" Of course; 
remove the cause of theft and there will be 
no more thieves in Kentucky. They were 
never heard of in our Commonwealth till 
the soldiers set an example — no indeed. 
Now remove the soldiers and larceny will 
be among the things that were. But for a 
while something more than a removal of 
the troops will be needed — the evil of the 
bad example they have set cannot at once 
be eradicated. So the whipping-post must 
be re-erected and the convict be strung up 
there and have his crime lashed out of him. 
We pass by any comment on the infamous 
barbarity of such a measure. Comments 
sufficient and appropriate will suggest them- 
selves to any humane mind. 

By the closing paragraph of this article 
we find the true meaning and intent of the 
whole. “It may be ' found advisable,” this 
Lexington organ says, “to extend this an 
cient system of correction to other offences 
besides larceny. As for instance, arresting 
citizens wiihout warrant, or imprisoning 
them wiihout trial, or advising or assisting 
in such arrest or imprisonment.” It is evi- 
dent to any reader what is meant by this 
language. It is the old Conservative fling 
at martial law and a recommendation that 
its agents be treated as common thieves — 
be lashed to the whipping post and punish- 
ed with stripes well laid on. The Ooserver 
and Reporter would have all our Slate Com- 
mandants, from i-ien. Sherman down, with 
all their eubordinates, exposed to this in- 
famous puuishment. And the language in 
which it mentions their crimes is only a 
sham to cover up their real offense — which 
is that they have aided in the destruction o^ 
the Confederacy and in saving Kentucky 
from the foul crime of secession. This is 
the real cause of the enmity fell in Ken- 
tucky against the Federal troops — this the 
reason of the low, traitorous attacks made 
upon them. 



But now comes the rub. The applicants 
must “produce a clear record of loyal words, 
deeds, and voles, during the rebellion. 
That is rather hard on Russellville — lor it 
is the entire community that is concerned. 
The late sham Capital of Kentucky as a 

state in the Confederacy, where the infamous 

Provisional Government was organized, will 
find it difficult to show its loyalty. And 
further than this, the Collector calls to the 
remembrance of the community their en- 
thusiasm over the resolves of a public meet- 
ing held in their town to resist this very 
Revenue law. He heard them and has not 
forgotten it. These men have reuisted the 
law till called to pay the penalty and now 
are penitent. But the Collector assures them 
that rebels and traitors cannot receive at 
Ills hands the privilege they ask — their re- 
pentenoe is too late. The violation of law 
by an entire rebel community baa the 
strong appearance of a voluntary act and 
cannot easily be forgiven. So Russellville 
must suffer. The way of the transgressor is 
harJ. But the way was taken voluntarily, 
and the hardness must be suffered accord- 
ingly. 



An English Outrage. 

The English have had another opportu" 
nity placed before them for sending out to 
the world whole volumes of homilies against 
cruelty, and in the cause of virtue, mercy 
and humanity. Another text is given them 
on which they may preach ai libitum for the 
edification of the benighted nations And 
they can rest now from their sell-imposed 
labors in the behalf of the United States, 
aud fioin their impertinent counsel to us as 
to the treatment of Jeff. Davis, aud the 
conduct of our national affairs. Their ex- 
cessive tenderness towards rebels bas taken 
a new phase. This opportunity for a fresh 
display of virtuous cant is afforded by one 
of themselves. The British General Nelson, 
in command at Maranl Bay, Jamaica, says, 
in his official report, that “every insurrec- 
tionist is being summarily hung, as soon as 
captured; also, that Her Majesty's gunboat 
was moved up Marant Bay, and opened fire 
upon a collection of about eight hundred 
women and children) that alter three shells 
from her thirty-two pounders were exploded 
among them, they were dispersed." 

Now let the London Time.s open il.s bat- 
teries upon these offenders against humani- 
ty. Only think of U; men hung incontin- 
ently, without a trial, and a crowd of women 
and children fired upon! Wliat a fine 
chance for a display of exalted virtue from 
the English press An Englishman makes 
war upon women and hangs unarmed men! 
What a virtuous howl we'll hear now from 
the Old Country. What an example will 
be set before us of the treatment of offend- 
ers, for of course the commander of Her 
Majesty's gunboat will be recalled to Eng 
land and there be hanged, drawn, and quar- 
tered lor his crime — of course. Noble, 
generous, virtuous England can never allow 
war upon women and children and the liang- 
ing of a warrior fighting lor independence. 

They may eay in excuse for this barbarity 
against the insurrectionists, “They are only 
niggers" Yes, and they are only English 
Pot need not call kettle black. 



The EreemasosB and the Pope. 

The Freemasons of Lyons have just pub- 
li.shed a reply to the Pope's allocution against 
Freemasonry. It is addressed to the “ Sov- 
ereign Pontiff of the Catholic, Apostolic and 
Roman religion.” We extract from it the 
following passages: — 

Such is a faithful analysis of your allocu- 
tion of September 25 . It omils nothing — 
not even the appeal to the secular arm, and 
the not very Christian wish to see us crush- 
ed lor the good of the Church. Such an at- 
tack would justify a virulent reply' Ours 
shall be calm. We have the consciousness 
of the justice of our cause and the probity 
ol our intentions and our acts. Be good 
enough to hear. In our noble France, and 
in our lime nobody is condemned unheard. 
In Rome, to its shame, it is otherwise. Per- 
haps you would have cited us to your bar. 
The law ol Freemasonry, of which you are 
doubtless ignorant, would have replied lor 
us. Its first article is literally as follows: — 
*• Freemasonry, an institution esentially phil- 
aiiifiropic, philosophic and progressive, hae 
for Its object the invei-tigation of truth, the 
siuily of universal morale, science and arts, 
and 'he exercise of benevolence.” Ita 
second is this: — “ In the high position which 
itoccupie.s. Freemasonry respects the relig- 
ious faith and tbe political opinions of each 
of its members, but it formally prohibits in 
its assemblies all discussions of religious or 
political subjects, having for its aim contro- 
versy as to different religions or criticism of 
tlie civil au tliorily and tbe different forms 
of government.” Is it necessary for us to 
explain our eyinbol? In our opinion liberty 
is an imprescriptible right which has its ab- 
solute limitation in the liberty of others. 
You call all men brethren, and we need not 
inform you that egotism is a short-sighted 
kind ol cleverness A reciprocal afleclion 
ought to unite men; they owe one another 
mutual aid; we remind them that the rights 
of each have a rigorous equivalent which is 
calleil duly. We believe that we possess a 
sufficiently precise idea of what is just and 
what is unjust. For us the end never j'usti- 
fies the means. V\'e reckon by thousands 
our adherents and our lodges. If this 
sketch ol our doctrine is untrue it will call 
forth numerous denials. We wait the result 
‘ Why,'' say the Freemaeons, in conclusion, 
'■ reproach us lor holding our meetings with 
closed doors, when you know the moment 
we shall pofsess the liberty of assembling, 
like that which the churches possess, our 
doors will be opened never to be closed 
again." 

Baltimore Ladies and Jeff Davis. 

His Excellency the President gave audi- 
ence yesterday (Monday) to a numerous 
delegation ol ladies from Baltimore, deputed 
to present a petition^igned by 15.000 lailies, 
seeking the Executive clemencv in behalf of 
Jefferson Davis. Mrs. Coleman, 'laughter 
of the late lamented John J. Crittenden, 
addressed the President in feeling and ap- 
propriate terms, to which he responded in a 
most felicitous manner, regretting that pub- 
lic policy prevented liis yielding to their 
persuasive and touching arguments. 

The interview wae a protracted one, and 
of the most agreeable character, and the 
fair petitioners left the city, carrying with 
them the most pleasurable impressions of 
the President. 

In declining, the President regretted that 
the national character of the question re- 
sirniiie'l all private sympathy which they 
might have awaki'iied in him, and made 
the important statement that complete ar- 
rangements have been made for Uie early 
legal trial of Mr Davis, accofling to the 
laws of the land .

The Stamp Act at Rassellville. 

There is trouble between the Collector of 
Internal Revenue of the Second District and 
bis delinquents at Russellville These lat- 
ter have just become acquainted with the 
provisions of the Revenue law and with the 
fact that receipts must be stamped. So 
their offenses against that law are rank — 
they have transgressed it most egregiously 
and now are not willing to pay the wages of 
their sin. They have therefore petitioned 
tfie Collector for pardon, asking the privil- 
ege of affixing stamps to their old receipts 
and promising strict compliance with the 
aw in lutiire. These delinquents also 
quote the law for the benefit of the Collector 
and themselves. The Collector in his an- 
swer — quite sharp and spicy by the way — 
shows his petitioners that they did not quote 
the whole law or section referred to, but 
stopped at a very convenient point. The 
privilege may be allowed — in certain limited 
and defined cases — to delinquents, of affixing 
stamps, but it must be done in the pre.sence 
of the Collector, the transgressors paying at 
the same lime the tine of fifty dollars. This 
may be remitted if it is shown that there 
was no intention on the part of the delin- 
quent to evade the law or defraud the Gov- 
ernment. The Russellville petitioners are 
advised to comply with the provisions of 
this section and then the Collector will hear 
and entertain applications of personal am- 
nesty with great pleasure 



.Sle.siige of the Provisional Governor of 
Florida. 

The Sentinal published at Tallahassee, 
contains the message of Governer Marvin of 
Florida, to the Convention which convened 
on tbe 25th ult. We make the following 
sy nopsis. 

By the operations and results of the late 
war, slavery has ceased to exist. The Con- 
vention should therelore declare that all 
the inhabitants of the State, wiilioui dis- 
tinction ol color are free, and that neither 
slavery or involuntary servitude, except as 
a punishment for crime, shall hereafter 
exist. 

The emancipation of the negro makes it 
necessary to define in the Consiiluiinn wiml 
his civil rights and privileges shall be. The 
adoption of such measures as will guarantee 
protection in the enjoyment of all rights of 
person anil properly is recommended Pro- 
tection and not political privileges is what 
the negro requires in his present condition. 

W'hile opposed to any participation ol the 
negroes in the affair of the Government, lie 
strongly urges the admissabiliiy of his testi- 
mony ill the courts of justice lor or against 
white persons, and recommends the passage 
of an ordinance declaring that no person 
shi.ll be incompetent as a witness on account 
of color in any matter civil or criminal, 
wherever the stale or the life, liberty or 
riglits of personal property of any colored 
person are concerned. 

Tbe passage of an ordinance declaring the 
ordinance of secession null and void is re- 
commended; and an additional ordinance 
amending or ratifying such other ordinances 
and acts passed during the war as the inter- 
est ol the State requires. 

The message is ably written and charac- 
terized by sound, practical advice on the 
great questions which the people ol the 
South are now called on to deliberate and 
adjust.

By applying to him tho soldier wilt save both 
time and money; for his office being at Washing, 
ton City, ho is daily in commmunioation with the 
Disbursing and Auditing Departments, which en- 
ables him at once to remedy any deficiency that 
may arise in their claims. Local Claim Agents, of 
cour8e,cxpoct compensation for their time and la- 
bor, and the soldier,by employing them, in addition 
to theoipense, is employing a remote medium of 
nommunication with tho Departments at Washing- 
ton, neoessarily attended with delay. 

Tho State has also employed Local Agents at 
Louisville, Ky., Col. John W. Gault and C«l. W. 
D. B. Morrill, who will cheerfully render infer- 
malion aod assistance to soldiers having olaims 
du. them by tho Oovernment /ree of ehargo. 

The U. S. Sanitary Commission, which bas

Qualities of the Best Vegetables 
There is so wide a diflTerence in the qual- 
ity of vegetables, that we are frequently sur- 
prised, says the Practical Farmer, to see the 
indifference in regard to the purchase o! 
vegetable seeds lor planting and sowing. 
This is an error which may be readily cor- 
rected. Xo person who desires garden escu- 
lents of fine quality need be without the 
best, if he only take the trouble to make his 
selection of seed with a little more than 
usual care. Somebody has laid down the 
following criterion, to a certain extent, by 
which the quality of some leading esculents 
may bo determined. We think him right, 
and commend his views: 

In the blood beet we always look for deep 
color, smooth , handsome form, small top, 
and sweet, tender flesh. In the orange car- 
rot, small top, smooth root, and deep orange 
color. In the cabbage, short stump, large, 
compact head, with but lew leaves. In the 
cucumber, a straight, handsome form, and 
hard green color. In the lettuce, large, 
close head, pleasant flavor, with the quality 
of standing the heat without soon running 
to seed. In sweet corn, long ears, very 
shriveled grains over the end of the cob. In 
the cantelope melon, rough skin, thick, firm 
flesh, and high flavor. In the water melon, 
thin rind, abundant and well-flavored juice, 
and bright red core. In the onion, thick, 
round shape, small neck, deep color, mild 
flavor, and good keeping quality. In the 
parsnip, small top, long, smooth root and 
rich flavor. In a pea, low growth, full pods, 
large and tender peas, rich flavor. In the 
scarlet radish, deep color, small tops, clean 
root, and quick, free growth. In the squash, 
medium size, dry, finegrained, deep colored 
flesh In turnips, handsome form, small 
top.s, and tap root, sweet crisp flesh. 

Those who have never seen better sorts 
than they possess suppose they are of the first 
quality, when they may be very inferior, or 
almost worthlc.ss, when compared with the 
finest varieties. 

Tub Delaware Grape. — This grape is 
hard to propagate, because of the hardness 
and firmness of its wood; and Delaware 
vines that are not well propagated seldom 
do well when planted. The vines of this 
variety must be planted in very rich and 
naturally very dry or well underdrained soil. 

They should be planted deep — in dry soils 
eight inches — and if pl.anted in the spring, 
place upon their roots but two or three in- 
ches of soil, and let it remain until mid 
summer, when, from lime to time, work the 
soil into the basin until it is entirely filled. 
This shallow covering gives the sun a chance 
to warm the soil and quicken the roots to 
grow and mature before the frost overtakes 
them; whereas, had the hole been filled at 
once, the roots would have remained dor- 
mant for some weeks, and very likely the 
vines would have thrown out surface roots 
and weakened the bottom ones. The former 
are always injured by the heavy frosts of 
winter and extreme heat of summer. 

If planted in the fall, a covering of leaves 
or straw should be placed on the three in- 
ches ol soil (to make its depth.) and the 
hole filled witli soil, which is to be removed 
in the spring, just as soon as the heavy 
frosts are over. The vines should be cut 
back to three buds, and but one — the lowest 
— allowed to grow. This must be kept tied 
to a small slake and the laterals kept pinch- 
ed, leaving one additional leaf each time of 
pinching. (The laterals are the side branches 
which grow at the expense ol the vine, pre- 
venting it maturing as last as when they are 
moderately checked, as directed above.) 

A good No. 1 vine will, with this treat- 
ment, grow about six feet the first year. In 
the fall succeeding the planting, cut the vine 
back to three eyes and grow as before; then 
it will be strong enough to train in any form 
the grower may wish. The double horizon- 
tal system is the best, which requires two 
arms from the second years' growth. The 
first, or end vine, on the trellis, has but one 
arm, and that starting horizontally at the 
height of three feet. The second in the row 
has t'vo arms, fifteen to eighteen inches 
from the ground; the third two arms, three 
feet from the ground, and the fourth two 
arms fifteen to eighteen inches from the 
ground like the second, and so on, alter- 
nately. The length of these arms should 
be governed by the strength ol the vine 
Each vine is calculated to make eight feet 
of arms, except the end ones, which have 
but one arm of four feet. Thus they are 
planted just four feet apart. 

A vine that has made a strong growth, 
say two canes, six feet each, can be allow- 
ed to form two arms, eighteen inches each, 
allowing every other bud to grow, aud the 
next year the end shoot can be turned down 
to extend. 

Wash for Babss. — There are many dif- 
ferent kinds of wash recommended; but, 
with a single exception, we have never found 
anything better than a mixture of good 
lime with water. This exception we have 
made a thorough trial with. A rough barn, 
which received a coating four years ago, 
now retains most of it, although a consider- 
able portion is scaled off on the most ex- 
posed side. This wash is made substanti- 
ally ns follows; One peck of fine beach 
sand, three pecks of water lime, and four 
quarts of salt. These proportions might 
vary without detriment — there should be as 
much sand as can be conveniently applied 
with a brush. .A. farm laborer applied this 
mixture early last summer to two rough 
barns, one about 30 by 55 feet, the other 20 
by 30, in three and a half days, consuming 
two bushels of water lime, which was nearly 
the whole cost of material. This coating 
now nearly one year’s standing, appears to 
be as good as the dayilt was pul on. It will 
be perceived that the expense is only about 
one-tenth the cost of a cool of paint. 



Keeping Fruit in its Natural State. 

A correspondent of the Ohio' Farmer 
gives the following account of the experi- 
ments of Mr. Nice, of Greensburgh, Ind., 
in keeping fruit in Us natural condition: 

“Some years ago Liebig discovered the 
analogy between the slow decay of vegetable 
substances and fermentation, and settled 
many things in reference to temperature, 
moisture and other circumstances under 
which these actions take place. Subsequent 
experiments confirmed the deductions of 
Liebig, and fixed the range of fermentation 
between 40 degrees and 150 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Appert, a French chemist, introduced 
the practice of heating vegetable substances 
to ISO degrees or above, and at that tem- 
perature excluding them from the air, and 
thus effectually preventing fermentation. 
Thi.s method has now become so common 
that it has nearly revolutionized this depart- 
ment of domestic economy. 

Mr. Nice, of Greensburgh, Ind., a few 
years since, conceived the idea of availing 
himself of the margin between the ferment- 
ing poii.t (40 degrees) and the freezing 
point below (32 degrees.) His first trouble 
was the presence of moisture in the atmos- 
phere; this, however, he effectually remedied 
by the use of cboloride of calcium, which, 
by absorbing the moisture, renders the air 
perfectly dry. Having obtained favorable 
results, he secured by patent his discovery. 
In the Summer of 1860, Messrs. Fletcher, 
Williams & Vancamp erected in this city a 
large hou.se for the purpose of testing the 
economical value of Mr. Nice's discoveries. 
As early as ice could be procured last Win- 
ter, they put their houses into operation. 
About one thousand bushels ot apples, con- 
sisting of Bell-flowers, R. I. Greenings, 
liambos. Russets, kc . , constituted the first 
experiment. They were put into the market 
last June, as perfect in every respect as 
when they were taken from the tree, and 
with a very trifling loss in quantity. Last 
Summer, various experiments were made in 
small fruits, with very encouraging results. 
Raspberries and strawberries were kept eight 
weeks, after which they lost their flavor, 
though they showed no evident marks of 
decay. 

Gooseberries, currants and cherries were 
kept in good order for a long period, giving 
evidence that, with proper care, thc_v may 
be kept the year round. Peaches in ten 
weeks showed evidence of decay; the skin 
slouching without material discoloration. 
Of pears, about two hundred and fitly bush- 
els were housed, and are now in a fine state 
of preservation. Among these are the Su- 
gar pear, the Bartlett, Seckel, Flemish 
beauty and several varieties of Summer and 
Fall pears. Present appearances indicate 
that they will be sound next Summer. 
Grapes that were in good condition when 
housed, have not the slightest degree changed 
either their appearance or flavor. A lot from 
the Cincinnati v^eyarde, that were much 
bruised from the transportation, suffered loss 
for the first ten days after being deposited, 
but have undergone no sensible change 
since. The stock on hand is about 150 
bushels. I predict that the company will 
market grapes next .June in good condition. 
Oranges, lemons, pineapples, bananas, and 
other tropical fruits, may be kept for months 
at any season of the year. Of the last crop 
of apples, 2,500 bushels are on hand, in a 
most perlect state of preservation — the Fall 
Pearmain, Maiden’s Blush and Rambo keep- 
ing as well as the Newtown Pippin or Ro- 
manite. A small lot of sample apples, of 
the fruitage of 1860, are on hand, looking 
well, and retaining their flavor in a remarka- 
ble degree. The results thus far obtained 
warrant us in concluding that in all climates 
where ice can be obtained, the standard 
fruits may be furnished at all seasons of the 
year, at prices which will bring this luxury 

ithin the reach ot every family; thus 
largely increasing fruit consumption , and 
proportionately stimulating fruit culture. 



The Wheat Crops, &c. 

Is.aac Newton, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, in his report for October, says the 
threshing of the wheat has shown that the 
njuries from wet weather were overestimat- 
ed. In the report for August the returnsofthe 
wheat crop showed in quantity and quality 
that there was adeficitof26,241,698 bushels; 
but the estimates now made, which are 
final, exhibit the decrease under last year's 
crop in quantity to be 12,172,994 bushels. 
The increase in the oats crop in 1865 is near- 
50,000,000 bushels, and ol the hay crop 
more than 500,000 tuns. The tables exhibit 
the fall crops as most abundant. That of corn 
is all that could be desired. It will be the 
largest over grow n't n the Uni ted States, so that 
plenty of cereal food will bless the country 
and the labors of the farmer. The corn 
crop is equally good in the Southern States, 
and the planting there is so much greater 
than ordinary, that that section can con- 
sume only a portion of the amount grown. 
It can, therefore, the Commercial says, de- 
vote the next crop season to a greater pro- 
duction of cotton.

'They had 
a long and animated conversation about the 
war, reconstruction, and the future of th 
country, and seemed to agree admirably in 
their conclusion.s.

No Fenitance at the South. 

We clip tbe following from the Clarks- 
ville (Tenn.) Chronicle: 

We regret to see, in the Northern papers 
Iriemlly to the South, and the President’s 
plan of restoration, llie terms “penitent” 
and “repentant,” as applied to the position 
and feelings ol our people. It is enough for 
the North and the Administration to know 
that the South is, and will be, true to the 
Constitution of the United States, and to the 
pledges it has given to that effect. There is 
no honest and true-hearted Southern man 
who did not believe he was doing right when 
he look up arms against the United Slates 
Government, and the great bulk of those 
who believed so then, believe so now. But, 
it seems as if the people of the North can 
not distinguish between a manly submission 
to stern necessity, and the cringing syco- 
phancy of a delected thief, and seem to 
think we must be whining ptnitents, or still 
rebellious. But we are neither. As a con- 
quered people, we accept the terms imposed 
upon us — giving our honor and our interests 
as security for a faithful observanceof those 
terms. More than this, we can not do, and 
to ask more, is both unreasonable and cow 
ardly. Penitence is the concomitant of con- 
scious error; but there was nothing in tbe 
conduct of the war — nothing in its conclu- 
sion to convince of error. Tbe right of se- 
cession, as a question, stands as it stood be- 
fore the war, and the only thing, in refer^ 
ence to it, that is settled, is tbe inability ol 
the South to carry it into effect. As to 
slavery, there was no question of right, under 
the Constitution ; hut tliat right has beee 
wrested from us by force, and we have sur- 
rendered it In contending for these two 
points, we are conscious of no wrong, and 
feign no penitence.
